Scientific Explanation for “Rab” In 

Many Cheers 

There Is a real reason why college 
cheers so frequently contain the 
word "Rah.” According to atudlea 
made by Dr. Irving B. Crandall and 
Mr. C. F. Sacla of Bell Telephone 
Laboratories, men ordinarily speak 
this sound louder than any other 
vowel. If the value of BO be as- 
signed to the amount of energy de- 
livered by a man’s voice to the air 
for this particular sound, then Its 
nearest rival, the sound of “a" at In 
“tap" comes next at 44, and as In 
“talk". at 87. 

Women's voices present quite a 
contrast to men’s In that there are 
four vowel sounds of practically the 
same loudness. These are the vowels 
In "tone,” “talk," and "Rah.” "Ah" 
Is the easiest sound to produce be- 
cause fewer throat and mouth 
muscles are tensed; hence It Is the 
basic vowel sound in most languages.
